'The Communist Party gener­ 
al secretary made the comment 
to newsmen just before a three- 
hour meeting at the Kremlin, 
with Kissinger. 
Kissinger later said both 
sides are determined to over­ 
come: obstacles to better Soviet - 
American relations, including 
domestic 
criticism 
in 
the 
United States to the effect that 
detente is working to Soviet 
advantage. 
‘"'This 'period of cooperation, 
of dealing with each other 
cooperatively and fairly, 'which 
was started two years ago, has 
gained in strength and will 
continue,” Kissinger told a 
luncheon 
given by 
Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko. 
Kissinger said obstacles to 
this cooperation arise but, “We 
are 
determined 
to 
remove 
them. Occasionally we find 
domestic criticism, but we are 
determined to overcome it.” 
Kissinger 
said that 
the 
greatest goal of the 
Nixon 
administration is that “over the 
next three years we can make 
the relationship that has grown 
up between our two peoples 
irreversible.” 
The Kissinger visit is expect­ 
ed to pave the way for Russian 
visit by President Nixon. While 
agreement on a new 
arms 
limitation agreement will be 
the main issue in the three 
days of talks, other problems 
include differences on trade 
and the Middle East that have 
cooled the detente between the 
two powers.

A record-blasting cold spell 
hit Indiana with zero and near 
zero temperatures today for the 
second day in a row and may 
have been a death blow to what­ 
ever tender vegetation survived 
S u n da y ’ s «np re cede n ted eh ill. 
Temperatures fell to zero 
Sunday and as low as 3 above 
this morning, establishing rec­ 
ords 
at 
Indianapolis, 
Fort 
Wayne, South Bencl, E \ a nsvillc 
and probably most other check­ 
points in the stale. Highs Sun­ 
day were in the teens above 
zero over much of the state. 
Forecast called for substantial 
warming today through Friday, 
with lows from the low 20s to 
mid 30s tonight and the mer­ 
cury rising as high as 70 by 
Friday. 
Overnight lows this morning 
included 3 above at Fort Wayne 
and Terre Haute, 5 at Indianap­ 
olis and Lafayette, 6 at South 
Bend, 18 at Evansville and 
Louisville. The old records shat­ 
tered included Indianapolis 12 
in 1960, Fort Wayne 7 in 1960, 
South Bend 7 in 1940. Evans­ 
ville's record 18 in 1955 wa* 
tied. 
The Indianapolis low also was 
the coldest ever so late in the 
season. The previous record was 
8 on March 26, 1960. 
Richard Hayden, Purdue Uni­ 
versity extension horticulturist, 
said the peach crop suffered 
“ serious” damage. Early-bloom­ 
ing flowers and leaves on 
shrubs were ruined by the sub­ 
normal cold. 
The blast of cold air was as 
unheard-of as the warmth which 
spread over the state early in 
March. 
Temperatures fell early Sun­ 
day to zero at Terre Haute and 
2 above at Indianapolis, scatter­ 
ing all-time records like bowling 
pins in the wake of a cold snap 
that may have inflicted major 
damage on fruit trees and other 
tender growth. 
The growth was about two 
weeks ahead of normal because 
of a b n o r m a l temperatures 
March 2-11 which climbed into 
the 60s and 70s almost daily 
and even the low 80s in the ex­ 
treme south portion of the state. 
The Sunday lows also included 
5 above at Fort Wayne and La­ 
fayette, 7 at Evansville, 10 at 
South Bend, 11 at Cincinnati, 
and 19 at Louisville. 
The Indianapolis low shattered 
by a whopping 13 degrees the 
all-time record there for March 
23 in more than 100 years of 
weather statistics. The record 
until Sunday was 15 set in 1940. 
It also was the lowest tem­ 
perature ever recorded in the 
Hoosier capital so late in the 
season. The old mark was 8 on 
March 26, 195.

A letter from Hermon Phillips in Angola 
enclosed the brochure on the new United 
States Track and Field Hall of Fame. It was 
incorporated under the not-for-profit act of 
1971 in the state of Indiana. 
The location will be on a thirty acre tract of 
land overlooking beautiful Otter Lake near 
the intersection of interstate 69 and the 
East-West Ohio, Indiana Toll Road. It will be 
five miles north of Angola. 
The purpose is to search out, record, 
preserve, and honor and perpetuate the 
records and histories of the great American 
men and women who have performed so well 
in track and field athletics. It will encourage 
others to greater performances by publiciz­ 
ing these records. 
The United States Track and Field Hall of 
Fame was first initiated in 1964 in the office of 
Mr. Tug Wilson who at that time was 
President of the U.S. Olympic Committee and 
form er commissioner of the Big Ten 
Conference. Mr. Phillips and he started work 
on it but Mr. Wilson’s death delayed the final 
formation. Recently with the help of a score 
of interested people the organization was 
founded. He lists the original founders as 
Hermon Phillips, William Davis, Margaret 
Davenport, Elmer Marchino, and Vernon W. 
Aseher. The Hall of Fame welcomes the 
support of all interested persons.

“Let us offer the sacrifice or praise to 
God continually” (Hebrews 13:15). 


This week we intend to share some thoughts 
on improving our spiritual relations. Natural­ 
ly the key to this kind of program is prayer. 
We shall not deal now with the art of prayer. 
What we really need to learn is the spiritual 
law of approach — not necessarily the 
techniques of prayer itself — or the principles 
which govern the drawing of our heart to God. 
For this knowledge is far more important 
than learning new techniques about prayer. 
Inevitably the truly devoted heart will learn 
these for himself in his own way once he has 
discovered the law of approach to God. 
Our first observation is that each Christian 
individual ought to recognize his need for a 
few minutes of intense concentration on the 
spiritual. This brief special time ought to be a 
convenient time for the most part. Some­ 
where along the trail in church history the 
idea that our private devotional hour should 
be the cru d e st and most inconvenient 
emerged. Perhaps those who adhere to this 
practice may accomplish a thing or two, but 
they usually fail in the most important — that 
of discovering God as the true lover of the 
soul. The design of a quiet moment in 
devotions is not to develop a self-righteous 
discipline, but rather to find the true 
righteousness that is in Jesus Christ and is 
available to our own heart. We may come into 
His Presence at o u t own convenince and 
think the thoughts of God. This is the glory of 
a brief rendezvous with the Saviour.

Lowering 
the age of majority in Indiana

While I object to too many 
mandatory courses required for 
graduation, I do believe basic 
economics should be required.
